NO AMENDING 


Committee on Privileges to 
Leave Campaign Ex- 
penses Dark

OTTAWA, April 29.—No recom- 

mendation for amendments to the 
Election Act will be made to par- 
liament at the present session, it 
was unanimously decided by the 
standing committee on privileges 
and elections of the House of Com- 
mons today.
